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PRCSFECTIVE  PLANTINGS  FOR  1946 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  makes  the 
following  report  for  the  United  States,  on  the  indicated  acreages  of  certain 
crops  in  1946,  based  upon  reports  from  farmers  in  all  parts  of  the  country  on  or 
about  March  1  regarding  their  acreage  plans  for  the  1946  season. 

The  acreages  for  1946  are  interpretations  of  reports  from  growers  and  are 
based  on  past  relationships  between  such  reports  and  acreages  actually  planted* 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  assist  growers  generally  in  making  such 
further  changes  in  their  acreage  plans  as  may  appear  desirable.    The  acreages 
actually  planted  in  1946  may  turn  out  to  be  larger  or  smaller  than  indicated,  by 
reason  of  weather  conditions,  price  changes,  labor  supply,  financial  conditions, 
the  agricultural  program,  and  the  effect  of  this  report  itself  upon  farmers' 
actions.
